temning and dilobeping of His Paieſties P2erogatiueRoyall; Ind vpon the penaltie of foxfeitingall ſuch Booke and

Moꝛeouer, that the ſaid Booke might be the moꝛe conuemently diſperſcd , foꝛ the inſtruction and pꝛiuate deuotion 
of V1s Maieſties louinglubiects; Jt hath pleaſed His Highneſſe to command alſointhe ſame Letters Patents, that 
no Engliſh Pſulme-Booke in Meeter,ſball be bound vp alone, oz with any other Booke oz Bookes, vnleſle the ſaid Hymnes 
and Son9s of the Church be annexed thereunto, after the lald Booke is impꝛinted tothat purpoſe ; vpon paine of foꝛfei⸗ 
ting all Bookes ſo bound vp, &c. And foꝛ the better execution of the ſaid Graunt, the ſaid George Wither oz his Af= 
ſignes, &c. are authoziſed, taking with himor thema lawtull Officer, to enter into ſuch Dwellings , Shops, and 
warchouſes, &c. wherein they ſhall ſuſpect any offence made contrary to the ſaid Graunt, and to take, ceazc, and car⸗ 
tv away, &c. all Bookes impunted 02 bound vp contrary to the meaning of the ſaid Letters Patents, &c. And the
